Surcease From Labor on the Sabbath Is Commanded by God, 
and Man's Physical, Mental and Moral Welfare Demands 
it—Closing of Theaters on Sunday Should Be Universal.

What is the reason for a distinction 
that allows. one class to rest and com-, 
mands another to toil? The Supreme 
Court of New York, reflecting the senti¬ 
ment generally entertained by the Ameri¬ 
can people throughout the land, said in 
a decision that was handed down sus¬ 
taining one of the Sunday laws: 

•‘The act complained of here compels 
no religious observance, and offenses 
against it are punishable, not as sins

tituds of other laws upon the statute 
books, such as those against gambling, 
lotteries, keeping disorderly houses, po¬ 
lygamy, etc., etc.” 

Is Acting on Sunday Necessary? 

If it is so then, that only works of ab¬ 
solute necessity 01 mercy should be 
wrought on Sunday, I would ask of the 
supporters of Sunday theatricals and 
amusements in expectation of receiving 
a candid and truthful reply, Is the work 
required of players on the Sabbath one 
either of necessity or mercy? Is it a 
work so beneficial to the rest of man¬ 
kind that men and women, already ex¬ 
erted to the straining point, should be 


deprived of a rest at once desired and 
imperative? Are not tl)e six days now 
devoted to entertaining sufficient, or 
should its purveyors be called upon to 
labor day in and day out, without break 
or pause? I unhesitatingly deny that 
seven days are needed. I am irretriev¬ 
ably opposed to the acting profession 
having all work and no recreation. It is 
neither required for the progress nor the 
welfare of the community. No halt 
would be observable in human progress- 
if Sunday closing were enforced immedi¬ 
ately in every theater throughout the 
width and breadth of the land. 

Arguments for and Against. 

The argument raised by the opponents 
of Sunday-closing, that some people de¬ 
sire to be amused on the seventh day of 
the week as well as on the other six, is 
neither weighty nor valid. There are, 
for that matter, a portion of our citi¬ 
zenship that would desire nothing better 
than to have factories and workshops 
running seven days instead of six, blind 
to the fact that they would lose their 
temporary advantage in the ultimate fa¬ 
tigue of their employees. They forget 
that the human body is not an inex¬ 
haustible dynamo, but a finely construct¬ 
ed machine of sinewy parts that once de¬ 
bilitated, cannot be replaced. By over¬ 
work they would slay the golden goose, 
to satisfy greed they would wreck the 
delicate machinery without which they 
would be left powerless. Yes, there can 
always be fouhd a class of malcontents 
who cherish unreasonable desires, who 
are continually crying for the moon, but 
they cannot be gratified. 

Sunday Acting Unmerciful. 

Now we reach the second part of my 
query: Is the work in the Sunday the¬ 
ater one of mercy? It is not. It is dis¬ 
tinctly unmerciful, laying as it docs, the' 
brunt of a heavy burden upon the actor 
and the theater employe. Whatever may 
be said for or against thf? profession of 
cn actor, no one will possess the temerity 
to deny that it is, in its serious phases, 
an exceedingly arduous one. It involves 
an unceasing strain upon the mind and 
body. A critical public always demands 
the best of an actor. Private emotions, 
iil-health or weariness constitute no ex¬ 
cuse. We are here to be entertained, 
they cry, on with the performance! Con¬ 
sequently there is perhaps no other pro¬ 
fession that means a greater wear and 
tear of nerves. It is then for these and 
numerous other considerations that I 
place the actor in the foreground of the 
endeavorers who are well entitled to their 

Should Close Theaters Sunday. 

I especially call upon all those who pro¬ 
fess to be, and nominate themselves 
Christians not only to abstain from at¬ 
tending the Sunday theater, but to zeal¬ 
ously aid in every endeavor to close it. 

I appeal to all those who love a "square 
deal” for their fellow-men not to gratify 
a questionable pleasure at the expense of 
these hard-worked men and women who 
give them their services six days of the 
week, by asking them to be on duty dur¬ 
ing the Sabbath day. I call upon the 
managers of the theaters to put the man 
before Mammon and write over, the green 
room door "Six days shalt thou labor 
and do all thy work, on the seventh.
